The aisles were packed and door- 
ways crowded, Some students stood on 
chairs in the hallway trying to see what 
was happening, 

Bob Wick and Bill Clark, from the 
Edmonton immigration office, addressed 
a meeting of nearly 500 students in TL 
Bl, Wednesday March 21, explainin 
the summer employment crisis for for- 
eign students, 

New immigration regulations, effec- 
tive January 1, 1973 have virtually made 
it impossible for students here on visas 


to obtain summer or any part-time em- 

ployment, : 
Clark explained the new regulations 

were set up to control employment of 


visitors in Canada and provide greater 
convenience for the travelling public, 

Although the regulations do not aff- 

ect Canadian citizens or landed immi- 
ants, they do come down hard on non- 
immigrant students, 

Andras, Canadian minister of immi- 
ration, initiated this move to “protect 
anadians against foreign short term lab- 

our," The new regulations should pro- 
vide job opportunities for Canadians, 
“Visitors” (ie, visa-holders) will be un- 
able to obtain employment visas if there 
is a Canadian citizen somewhere eligi- 
ble for the particular job in question, 


’ The object, then, is to grant employ- 


ment visas only where Canadians are not 


available for the specified employment. 
Clark and Wick were unable to ment- 
ion any jobs that could warrant the gra- 
a of visas under these conditions, 
oreign students caught working with- 
out the proper visas would be subject 
to fines up to $500, imprisonment to 6 
months or deportation, 

So the big question is if you are here 
on a student visa, how do the new reg~ 
ulations affect you? Clark answered the 
question: "They don’t affect you much, 
You were supposed to have sufficient 
funds to maintain yourselves during your 
stay in Canada -- this was supposed to 
include board and room, The only way 
it affects you is that you may have want-

Library fine system should be changed 


Are the libraries at the U of A oper- 
ating in a manner that best serves stud- 
ents and faculty under the present cir- 
cumstances? The Graduate Students As- 
sociation is one group that feels there 
should be changes made, 

GSA's complaints focus mainly on 
the procedures used in fining borrowers 
who have overdue books, 

In a GSA meeting held on January 9, 
several motions were carried, and asa 
result several issues were taken to the 
General Faculties Council but up until 
now no changes have been made, 

The two main proposals that GSA re- 
presentatives brought up before GFC 
are as follows: 

1, "An appeals procedure similar to 
that which exists for traffic fines” 
should be instituted to enable a student 


with library fines to have a case reviewed 


by an 2 aoa group, 

2, “The issuance of transcripts, de- 
grees, and academic awards be condi- 
tional upon academic performance on- 


ly", and that university fines that are 
unpaid should not continue to be suffi- 
cient reason for withholding these docu- 
ments and awards, 

The former of these two proposals: is 
presently being considered, and an ap- 
peals committee for library fines could 
be set up in the future, 

Unlike parking fines, which are ap- 

aled to a board of students and staff, 
ibrary fines are now appealed to a li- 
brarian, Miss Freifield (Co-ordinator of 
Circulation Services), Her decision is - 
final and cannot be appealed, 

The second of these proposals con- 
cerning withholding of transcripts and 
degrees was discussed in GFC, but the 
Students Union voted against it, and it 
was defeated, _ 

GSA has discussed other aspects of 
the fine procedures, but these discus- 
sions have not been taken to GFC, It 
was felt, for example, by some gradu- 
ate students that fines are too severe, 

One suggestion was that "fines be 


levied for each day a borrower has books 
overdue, irrespective of the number of 
books overdue”, and another was that 

"in no case should fines exceed $5, 00, 

Arguments against these suggestions 
were that "some students are irrespons- 
ible enough to need fines, and that a 
student might well prefer a $5, 00 fine 
to buying a textbook, " 

The U of A instituted library fines in 
1965, because books were not being re- 
turned and these fines have been effec- 
tive in that most students return books 
regularly to avoid being charged 20 
5 per book each day that it is over- 

ue, 

It is to everyone's advantage to have 
books returned regularly, yet not all li- 
oC use fines to encourage or enforce 
this, : 

A fineless system could employ such 
tactics as: 

1, Suspension of the borrowing privi-

Discrimination 


against wom 

at Queen's 

KINGSTON (CUP) -- The poe 
committee on the status of women at 
Queen’ s University is drawing its con- 
clusions and predicts its report will be . 
published sometime chis summer. 

The four women and two men on 
the committee have been researching 
areas of discrimination against women 
at Queen's at the levels of the faculty, 
administrative staff, and student popu- 
lation, They have been acting partly 
on their own initiative and partly in re- 
Fou to complaints outlined in briefs 

ey have received, 

The committee met most deans and 
admission committee directors in its 
examination of the admissions policies 
and the procedures of the various fac- 
ulties, 

Committee members have been ga- 
thering statistics on the rates of advan- 
cement and tenure of the faculty. and 
on the promotion and fringe benefits of 
administrative and support staff to find 
areas in which complete equity between 
tren and women does not exist. 

Their research has revealed certain 
adininistrative and support jobs have no 
set classification, or are difficult to 
classify, 

In the past women were usually ig- 
hored as candidates for promotion, 

The committee has also learned of 
an extensive socialization process which 
conditions women from a very early 
age not to enter such fields as engin- 
eering which have traditionally been 
masculine interests, Thus many girls 
enter mathematics when they have the 
aptitude and desire to be in engineer- 
ing. The committee is groping with the 
question of whether the university has 
a role to play in “desocializing these 
attitudes, 

The committee must also decide 
whether it should provide daycare fa- 
cilities and to what extent, Marney 


Cousins, student member of the comm- 
ittee, believes the question affects fa- 
culty, administrative staff, and students 
because it determines the accessibility 
.of the university to women,

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Wardair strike 


I suppose many people could 
consider Max Ward as a good example 
of a capitalist, He built up his air- 
line, Wardair as a very viable 
commercial product, So successful 
in fact, that Air Canada, unable to 
match his charter rates, has decided 
to buy in instead, 

trouble is when one man runs 
his own business (with some help of 
course), he tends to keep a tight grip 
on things.-- especially the profits, 
After all, he brought Wardair into 
being and fought to continue his 
charter flights against the well 
entrenched, government funded air- 
lines such as Air Canada, He survived 
the bad reputation brought about by 
‘fly by night’ charters which stranded 
many a passenger on foreign shores, 

So poor Max Ward with his fatherly, 
pepe a feelings towards his company, 

d quite a shock when * his girls’ , 
the Wardair steward voted to strike, 
Their action was to ‘cut him to the 
quick’, or so his lawyer reportet to 
Terri Braams, chairman for 
Western Canada of the Wardair" s 
stewardess C, A, L, F, A, A. local, 
CALFAA is the Canadian Airline 
Ha Attendents Association which 
includes all the Canadian stewardesses, 
stewards and pursers, This union had 
been negotiating with Wardair manage~ 
ment for over a year to improve the 
Wardair stewardess’ s working conditions, 

And those certainly needed 
ee Their pay equalled 
only about 45% of what the Air 
Canada stewardesses made and they 
had unlimited duty hours. Some of the 
stews told me of when they had spent 
as much as thirty-six flying hours, not 
to mention those hours of waiting be- 
tween flights and the hours taken up 
in positioning from airport to hotel 
where they could finally collapse in 
exhaustion, Not only was this hard 
on the girls, but it didn’t make for 
very stable, safe service for the 
passengers either. 

So 100 of the 103 Wardair stew- 
ardesses voted to go on strike. Initially 
they chose a good time, . since the 
Wardair pilots were also bepgantn 
for a new contract, Now if the pilots 
had held out for the stewardesses, their 
strike would only have lasted a few days, 
I asked Terri Braams if she had 
approached the pilots association for 
their support, Her answer was vague, 
mentioning that pilots were an 
independent lot about such things 
So, as the Edmonton & Distria “Labour 
Council put it, the stewardesses missed 
tha r golden opportunity. The pilots 
went on to settle with management, 

The pilot's wives claiming they had 
never been officially asked for their 
support either, went on to fly in the 
stewardesses" place. 

What about other support? 
Considering the number of 
members in the CALFAA union 
as a whole, how many of those Air 
Canada, PR W.A. , or CN people 
were backing the Wardair steward~- 
esses actively? Well, apparently, 
some had picketed in Toronto and 


Vancouver a little, The United 
Transport Workers had also done a 
bit o berg In Edmonton 
Cara Caterers, who supply the 
food for Wardair, were showing 
their ed iy - not by refusing to 
provide the food - but by not 
delivering it to the airport, 

And of course, there was the 
Edmonton &' District Labour Council 
which had offered to help nicket, 
but had never been called on to 
do so, The attitude at least here 
in Edmonton was that the union 
wasn’t ‘desperate’ enough to call 
in the rest of the union, 

But the sixteen stews sittin 
around the coffee’ table deni 
that, They were desperate, 

ii was three a, m., Sunday 
morning where I had joined 
the Edmonton stewardesses at 
the airport terminal for their 
weekend ritual We were all 
waiting for the Hawaii flight in 
which three *scabs' were flying. 
When they arrived, the stews 
donned their white cards with ~ 
the black lettering which said: 
WARDAIR STEWARDESSES 
ON STRIKE / CALFAA 
They caught sight of the scabs 
and yelled various names at 
them, waving their cards at the 
same time, then the three girls 
were gone, We all went back 
to the coffee room to wait for 
the girls to come back for their 
departure flight in about four 
hours, All sixteen Edmonton 
Stews impressed me with their 
confusion over what was actuall 
happening with the strike, The 
lack of knowledge led them to _ 
pass around any rumours they might 
have picked up, Terri Braams, 
normally with them was away 
that night and the girls seemed 
a bit lost without her leadership, 
However, they all insisted that 
they were being well supported 
especially in 
Ivasked them why they weren't 
taking more aggressive action in 
their strike locally - why not pass 
out pamphlets to the passengers 
explaining their stand or picketing 
Max Ward's house since he lived 
here in Edmonton, They said 
they were * afraid of bad publicity’. 
A good example of what this loose 
term meant to them was explained 
later by Terri Braams,.. 
Apparently the stewardesses, while 
striking in Toronto, got some 
unwanted support from the Women's 
Lib group, _ Terri described them as 
unkempt, foul- mouth types who 
ave the Wardair stewardesses in 
oronto a bad reputation by 
association, 

A similar if less violent kind of 
support for the stewardesses occured 
in Vancouver. 

But it seemed to me that there 
was little enough support of any sort 
behind them, especially here in 
Edmonton, Then again, very little 
support was even requested,

The Edmonton & District Labour Council 
had offered to help but weren’t contacted 
directly, after the general meeting held 
between the executive secretary, Mike 
English, of the labour council and 
Terri Braams, which occured three days 
after their strike began, 

Had the girls been doing so well 
that they didn® t need his help? 
He replied that in fact the strike had 
forced very little of Wardair’s 
services to discontinue, Mike 
English; on his own, went on to 
initizte some minor support by _ 
sending letters to affiliated unions, 
informing them of the situation, He 
attempted to discourage people from 
flying on Wardair while the strike was 
on and offered the CALFAA union local 
the use of his office for negotiations, 
He also went out to their picket lines 
three or four times to see how the 
girls were doing. 

But the union hadn’ t 2s.ed him 
to do any of this, Lasked why not? 
nis answer was that this specific 
CALFAA union local was tremendously 
new and inexperienced, Also they - 
were concerned and fearful of being 


overly demanding or causing too much 


trouble, Also he felt there was a 

lack of communication between their 

main office in Vancouver and the i 

individual stewardesses, Finally, 
fot that perhaps Max Ward" s 

paternalistic attitude towards the 

stewardesses had rubbed off, 

As the strike dragged on, the 16 
stewardesses here in Edmonton became 
more worried, They had heard that 
140 girls had been recruited by Ward 
and were being trained in Vancouver, 
Were they to be replacements? Here 
Air Canada stepped in by refusing to 
allow Ward's new trainees to train in 
an Air Canada hangar, 

Also certain letters had been sent 
out to a few chosen stews informing | 
them that they were candidates for 
the managerial position of flight 
director, But if they continued to

strike would they still be eligible? 


Other Wardair stewardesses were 
giving in to the pressure of voluntary 
inaction on $250/month strike pay, 
and were returning to fly. However 
the majority stayed faithful, 

Finally, early last week the Edmon- 
ton stewardesses voted on a paper to 
either accept. or reject the last wage 

_. proposal, approximately 75% of Air 
Canada‘ s equivalent wage, 

They rejected it, at the same 
time agreeing that they would allow 
the union to try and make a better 
deal and if they couldn’i, then accept 
the original proposal, 


The question of duty hours went 
to compulsory arbitration to be set- 
tled in April, 

So the contract chairman for 
Western Canada, Terri Braams flew 
to Vancouver to negotiate for the 
final time, che 

With the strike settled, I was cur- 
ious to see what the stewardess had 

ained after striking for 2 months. 
‘erri® s answer was * not that much | 
to be quite honest’. 

The wage question is settled and 
remains around 75% of Air Canada‘ s 
wage. The 140 sirls that Ward has 
been training will have the choice 
as to whether or not they wish to join 
the union but will pay dues regardless 
of their decision, 


_ Next April (1974) the current con- 
“tract is up for renegotiation, 
All Wardair stewardesses are back 
on payroll beginning last Wednesday. 


Terri intends to fight for more next 
gee when the contract comes up but 
doubt if they’ 11 go on strike over it, 
From the attitudes of the stewardesses 
I talked with here in Edmonton, the 
were very disillusioned over the strike 
and they were glad to go back to work,

vation wages, and perpetuating the pre- 
sent set-up of Portuguese colonial oppres- 
sion in that country, 

This is in spite of the fact that Cana- 
da voted in favour of a resolutic:. . “he 
United Nations affirming “that the na- 
tional liberation movements of Aigola, 
Guinea (Bissau) and Cape Verde Pp 
Mozambique are the authentic represen- 
tatives of the true aspirations of the 
peoples of these territories, ., " 

So what's it to me? You' re asking (or 
should be} 

Well, probably the instant coffee 
you' re drinking comes from one of the 
three companies in Canada who are im- 
mgt green coffee from Angola, used 

or the specific purpose of making instant 
coffee, Canada is the Portuguese coloni- 
al government’ s third largest customer 
for coffee, 


There are nearly 2200 European owned 
plantations in Angola, covering 9. 6 mii- 
lion acres, The largest plantation cover- 
ing 55, 000 acres and employing 10, 000 
workers is owned by the Companhia An- 
gola de Agriculture (the Portuguese Go- 
vernment) 

About 125, 000 Africans work on these 
European owned estates, under conditions 
of forced labour, Under the territory’ s 
law, any Afrrican is liable for recruit- 
ment to the plantation unless he can 
prove he is an pera ep producer with 
more than 500 coffee plants of his own, 
or unless he already has a job with a °° 
white employer. ids 


In 1969, Dr. Alfonso Mundes, Direc- 
tor of the Labour Institute of Angola, in 
a confidential report stated "At the pre- 
sent any ceil ig gee many obstacles, 
hot only civil authorities, 
but the mili and paramilitary as well; 
all this under the pretext of defense rea- 
sons, Nothing but a token gesture, you 
say, with no effect at all, 

Not true? Not true! 

Until 1971, the Netherlands imported 
22 percent of Angola's coffee crop, 
which represented more than 30 percent 
of the Netherland’ s total coffee import 
During 1971 the Dutch Angola Commit- 
tee began lobbying coffee importers and 
Suggesting that these firms switch their 
purchases instead to producers in inde- 
pendent African states, 

A network of committees throughout 
the country organized a consumer oy- 
cott, and after a month even the larg- 
est importer of Angolan coffee promised 
hot to import more Angolan coffee af- 
ter the existing contracts ran out, The 
firms have now switched purchases to 
producers in independent African states, 

So it works, 

In Canada, at the moment, the 
South African Information Group (SAIG) 
is sponsoring a negotiating team, which 
is talking with the Canadian coffee com- 
companies, attempting to persuade them 
them to cease using Angolan coffee in 
their instant coffee brands, 

Meanwhile, you can show your sup- 
port for the end of this colonial oppres- 
sion and the acceptance of an interna- 
tional standard of human rights in An- 
gola by endorsing this consumer boy- 
cott, 


The Canadian firms that use Angolan coffee (General Foods, Standard Brands, _ 
and Nestles) have shown no interest to cease using Angolan coffee in their instant 
coffee brands, As a result, a boycott will be directed against their instant coffee, 


The brands to avoid: 


General Foods - YUBAN, MAXIM, MAXWELL HOUSE, SANKA, BRIM 
Nestles - NESCAFE, TASTER’ S CHOICE 


It should be noted here, that these three firms make instant coffee under other 


brand names for other distributors, but it is THEIR brand names for which they are 
mainly concerned, so those are the brands which will be boycotted, All other 


brands can be used, 


There are a number of companies that distribute coffee, which is free of An- 


golan coffee: 


Brooke Bond - RED ROSE, INSTANT SANDRA, TOP VALUE (IGA), PRIDE OF 
ARABIA, HIGH PARK, TWO CUP (the last three are Loblaw brands) 
Nabob - SUPER VALUE BRANDS, KADANA, FOOD CITY, DIXON'S,

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HUB has been semi- functional since 
September and it seems a reasonable 
time of the year to write a few lines 
about the building as some of us will 
consider the place as a possible home 
next September, 

Questionnaires sent out in the late 
sixties pointed to a need for this type of 
building--cheap on campus apartment- 
style living. The University bank bal- 
ance was not strong enough to finance 
the building so the students council at 
the time (69-70, president Leadbeater) 
put their hand in the till and gave the 
architects the go-ahead, Alberta archi- 
tects were given their chance to.come 
up with worthwhile schemes, The eval- 
uation of each design was handled by a 
committee of knowledgeable people 
(the students) and people from the Uni- 
versity planning committee, 

At this point I should print what the 
design parameters were--but I was un- 
able to obtain them, Well the students 
have the building now and will have to 
make the best of it, So what have the 
students got for their six million, Well 
for a start we have added our bit to this 
(some say over-crowded). campus, 

Accomodation for about 1200 people 
broken down into 4, 3, 2,1 man units, 
about 30 shops ranging in size from 260 
square feet to 35, 000 square foot lounges, 
TV rooms, day care facilities, billards 
room and agg room, and the advan- 
tage of being able to live on campus, 

The rents for the suites are: 


4 man $240 860 sq, ft 
3 man $200 860 sq, ft 
2 man $175 530 sq. ft, 
1 man $175 530 sq. ft. 
Bachelor 300 sq, ft. 


So your four man suite is 28 cents per 
sq. ‘g per month including utilities, 
Which is all very interesting but how 
does this compare with other rates ex- 
cluding the location, I am presently 
living in a town house which is costing 


11 cents per sq, ft, per month without 
utilities, So I will leave you here to 
work out your own rates and compare it 
with the offers of HUB, 

This still doesn’ t give us much infor- 
mation about living in HUB, So I will 
give my opinions of the design of the 
units, 

The Bachelor 

The Bachelor home is a good use of 
space: the entry door opens into the kit- 
chen ideal for carrying in the groceries, 
All three rooms (living, bath, and kit- 
chen) are in good relationships, but the 
closet space is small, 


The One Man 

The one man suite is the same as the 
two man suite except the wall between 
the bedrooms is removed, 


The Two Man Suite 

This suite like the one man suite is 
on one floor and consequently has no . 
stairs to take up space, It has about the 
same kitchen area and cupboard space as 
the four man unit and more room in the 
living area since there is no stairs to the 
upper level, One has to take one’s over- 
coat and winter boots off in one’s own - 
toom as there is no closet by the entrance 
door. 


The Three Man Suite 

This suite is the same suite as the 
four man unit except that a bedroom 
door is locked, 


The Four Man Suite 

This is the largest suite in HUB and it 
is on two levels with living area, kit- 
chens, and two bedrooms and storage on 
the entry floor and two bedrooms and 
bathroom on the floor above, Enough 
space in the living areas, but the bed- 
rooms force one to keep one’s room 
very tidy,

Well, these are just my own personal. 
views of living in the HUB and as a non- 
resident probably are not as valid as the 
those of the residents, 

The writers took a night from studying 
last week to see what tenants thought of 
their living environment, asking them 
about noise, smell, heating, ventilation, 
and if there were any particular points 
they felt worth mentionin: 

bne noise there seemed to be ag 8 
mixed feeling, some people saying that 
there was a great amount - especially 
on weekends = but others thought that 
the noise level was no worse or better 
than anywhere else, A number of the 
people interviewed mentioned the smell 
that sometimes fercolates into the co- . 
verted walk-way but nobody was partic- 
ularly upset about it, The heating and 
ventilation systems seemed to be in wor- 
king order -- not too many complaints 
there, Most people however thought that 
the bedroom closets were too sma 

They were all the general comments 
that came up other than two points 
which seem to be complaints of a lar- 
ger order: (1) the carpet in the suites 
seems to be depreciating at a fast rate; 
(2) splatter backs should be designed and 
placed around the kitchen stove to pro- 
tect the wall, 

The aspect of the building that I am 
concerned about is the fact that the ar- 
chitect created this large expanse of 
space in the covered walk way and let*s 


you know about it, by placing one gigan- 
tic "elephant trunk" (disguised as air 
ventilation duct) right down the centre * 
of the walk--could it not have been de- 
signed in two parts and placed above the 
shops on both sides of the mall? 

The stairways in the building are all 
painted in one colour, I would like to 
see the stairways painted in blocks of 
five connging colours, every fifth stair- 
way to provide visitors to the buildin 
with a reference point, In this way visi- 
tors would not be faced with the ambi- 

ity of entering a building where all 

€ entrances are the same, Also the door 
numbers should be painted a different 
colour to the stair walls, 

The parts of the building I really like 
are the suite windows that open out into 
the covered walk-way, (The windows 
are wooden panels with fixed side lights)

Male and female attitudes to steriliza- 
tion are so far apart that you would 
think only one partner derives advan- 
tage from it. Men shun sterilization; 
women beg for it, even when their rea- 
son for doing so has nothing to do with 
themselves. They will beg for it because 
the husband is alcoholic, epileptic, 
suffers from heart disease or a nervous 
breakdown, or simply to make sex 
more enjoyable for the partner. 

A man whose wife has had six preg- 
nancies, two miscarriages, two curet- 
tages, phlebitis, has taken pills for six 
years, and has varicose veins still thinks 
it is his wife who should submit to steril- 
ization. After all, she is used to general 
anesthesia and operative procedures. 
Why make a fuss about one more oper- 
ation? 

Even when you have explained to 
some women how much more compli- 
cated it is to sterilize them than their 
husbands (it implies a hospital stay, 
major surgery, and convalescence), they 
still insist on being sterilized them- 
selves. Further, male physicians, prob- 
ably sensing that they themselves could 
be’ patients, discourage men from being 
sterilized by frightening them with 
improbable predictions or complica- 
tions. 

Medicine is still a man’s-world, and ° 


- men who become physicians are not 


entirely free of their male prejudices 
nor of their desire to dominate females. 


Freudian influence 

Psychiatry has done little to change 
these attitudes. Freud described envy 
of the penis as an essential component 
_of feminine psychology. He and many 
of his followers considered woman 
incomplete, a being without a penis. 
Surprisingly, they never saw man as 
having no uterus! The functioning of 
such an incomplete being as woman 
could not_possibly be normal, so this 


_had to be modified. 


From this came what I call the “de- 
lirium of the vaginal orgasm.” Common 
sense shows that the clitoris is the phys- 
iological counterpart of the penis, and 
thus the seat of orgasm. Men, wanting 
to believe that merely introducing the 
penis into the vagina should give 
women great ecstasy, invented the idea 
that in women orgasm is transferred 
from the clitoris to the vagina. This 
does not take into consideration the 
natural insensitivity of the vagina, into 
which a foreign body can be introduced 
and as soon forgotten. 

Using the same line of reasoning, 
ovaries were removed for the most 
tenuous of reasons, yet testes were not 
removed unless death threatened. A 
psychiatrist once asked me to sterilize 
a young woman whose suicidal tenden- 
cies were, in his opinion, apparent only 
during her premenstrual period. It 
would not have occurred to him to cas- 
trate a man if similar suicidal tendencies 
had appeared after an ejaculation. 


Preoperative consultation 

In some Canadian and American hos- 
pitals. there must be consultation before 
sterilizing a woman who is in her re- 


productive years. Was this introduced 
because unscrupulous physicians had 
been performing hysterectomies as a 
quick way to fortune? If so, why is con- 
sultation still’ required for women who 
have cancer, but not once they have 
passed their reproductive years? Why 
is consultation not needed for tonsillec- 
tomy or appendectomy (two operations 
that are done without rhyme or reason), 
nor prior to craniotomy or gastrectomy? 
Here it seems that a tissue committee is 
sufficient.

Does all this mean that, in the eyes 
a physician, the reproductive func- 
mn of a woman is more important 
an her life?

Inesome hospitals, consultation is 
andatory for cesarean section. There 
as a time when everything else was 
ed first, short of killing the mother, 
that she would come for cesarean 
tion almost moribund. Thus, consul- 
ion for cesarean section seems to me 
bad joke. One wonders where all 
ese precautions originated. The chief 
uses of maternal mortality — hemor- 
Hage, toxemia, infection — have in 
eat measure been controlled by cesar- 
n section, a procedure so benign that 
can be compared to a normal deliv- 
. Could it be that suspicion is cast 
everything that permits a woman to 
ec herself from the danger and pain 
having a child? 
Before hastening to refute this 
emingly ridiculous hypothesis, recall 
rlier objections to the use of anesthe- 


es 


sia in obstetrics. Women were meant 
to give birth in pain. Once women de- 
cided to get rid of this attitude, they de- 
manded anesthesia for delivery. As 
anesthesia and analgesia were dispensed 
for other conditions that caused pain, or 
for other operations, it was rather em- 
barrassing to refuse them for obstetrics. 

Naturally, anesthesia is dangerous to 
the mother and to the infant: Although 
the dangers of anesthesia in any other 
operation are accepted as an inevitable 


‘part of the fight against pain, it was 


thought that doing without anesthesia 
in obstetrics would benefit the child. 
This is a worthy end, but pregnant 
women were never asked their opinion 
on the subject, as everything was decid- 
ed by physicians. 

Physicians also have tried to convince 
women that they would be superior 
females and mothers if they did com- 
pletely without anesthesia. Thus, nat- 
ural childbirth brought women back 
exactly to where they had been before 
the discovery of anesthesia. 

Why has so much attention been 


given to surgical anesthesia which, after 
all, many persons may never experience 
in their lifetime, while the relief of 
obstetrical pains experienced by most 
women, and repeatedly so, has evoked 
so little attention? | am convinced that, 
if men had babies and suffered the pains 
of childbirth, research in this area would 


-long ago have produced a safe and 


easy way to relieve pain. 


Pregnancy considered normal state 
Many physicians have tried to con- 
vince women that pregnancy is a nor- 
mal situation, desirable physiologically 
and socially, and that to avoid pregnan- 
cy spells failure. These same physicians 
keep silent about the real dangers of 


‘pregnancy. The mortality rate of around 


45 per 1,000 did not decrease until 
knowledge of the important changes 
produced in the organism by pregnancy 
made physicians treat it as a disease 
demanding intensive care. 

_ Whenever | point out to other phys- 
icians that maternal mortality decreased 
only when they started treating preg- 
nancy as a disease, even the most broad- 


' minded of them tell me that pregnancy 


_ conviction that our population growth 


is, after all, a normal function of the 
organism. Certainly it is a function 
and, if normal means that it is shared — 
by most. it is a normal function. But I 
cannot agree that it is normal in the 
sense that, like other functions, it helps 
maintain the health of the organism. 

I do not say pregnancy is a disease, 
because | am not sure what a disease is, 
nor how to define it, if not by defining 
health. But, pregnancy is a departure 
from the state of health, or an abnormal 
state of the body as a whole, which 
manifests itself subjectively by abnor- 
mal sensations essentially unpleasant, 
worrying, or painful. ; 

Certainly many women, from the 
beginning of pregnancy, have a series 
of abnormal sensations or symptoms 
that are essentially unpleasant, worry- 
ing, or painful. To enumerate a few: 
nausea, vomiting, sleepiness, fatigue, 
constipation, shortness of breath, striae 
gravidarum, edema, and backache. A 
climax is reached at delivery, with all 
the pains, bleeding, and tears that ac- 
company it. Later, complications such - 
as prolapse, cystocele, and. rectocele 
may occur. 

I have not included the specific 
complications of pregnancy, such as 
miscarriage, placenta praevia, abruptio 
plancentae, toxemia, the multiple 
complications of labor that demand 
delivery by cesarean section, nor post- 
partum: psychosis. Also, the more nu- 
merous the pregnancies, the greater 
the risk to the health of the mother. 
Maternal deaths directly related tof 
multiparity would be greatly reduced 
if contraceptive methods were used. 


Sterilization difficult to achieve 

When a woman does not want any 
more children and asks for a means to 
put an end to her child-bearing cap-f 
acities, she has little chance of obtain- 
ing it. Elective sterilization is done in 
only a few Canadian hospitals. This 
means that surgical sterilization of 
females has generally been limited to 
those cases where pregnancy would 
threaten the health of the mother. 
Hence, real, effective sterilization barely 
CXISts. 

Some hospitals apply the rule of 120, 
which is the number one must arrive 
at before permitting sterilization. This 
is the age of the mother multiplied by 
the number of her children. Thus, a 
woman of 20 must have six children, 
and one of 30 must have four, before 
being eligible for sterilization. This 
formula is little more than an attempt 
to avoid basing a decision on individual 
factors in a given patient. This seems 
ridiculous when we are reaching the 


should be zero! 


Conclusion 

A good gynecologist, consulted about 
a patient who, without any known pa- 
thology, had had nine successive mis- 
carriages, more complicated each time 
and needing more and more blood 
‘transfusions, refused to sterilize her. 
To those who objected because of the 
dangers incurred by the patient, he 
answered: “What can we do? This is 
the destiny of women.” This attitude of 
resignation is contrary to medicine’s 
reason for existence, which is to help 
people fight an_ ill-fated biological 
destiny. 

We have a commitment to see that 
every woman who ventures into preg- 
nancy does so of her own free will, 
with a realistic knowledge of the dan- 
gers inherent in the situation, and with 
the possibility of defending herself 
against them, so that every birth be- 
comes a desired and happy event. = #

MOVE, the Association for Assistance 


to Unwed Mothers is such a place if you’ re 
young, unmarried and pregnant or already 


a mother,” The sometimes unexpected 
backlash reaction of families, friends, 
the father, sometimes feelings of guilt 
and the pressure of social stigma places 
the unwed mother in a unique position 
with problems all her own, 

Heather Johnson present to- ordinator 
of MOVE feels the unwed mother does 
not have that much in common with 
married mothers, - They are often on 
their own without the emotional and fin- 
ancial support of family or spouse: single 
friends may be bewildered by the new 
loss of freedom and change in perspect- 
ive, 

The people at MOVE know how to

MOVE is also a school for single pre- 
gnant girls. Approximately three hours 
a day are spent in instruction with home 
study correspondence programs but spe- 
cial instruction is also given in pre- and 
post-natal care, Family Life Education, 
and in personality and communication, 


But the central core of MOVE still 
seems to be the Monday ie Meeting, 
It may be a rap session on how to tell 
the child about his father or special 
events might be arranged at the request 
and approval of the group: films on ch- 
ild development, a fawyer discusses 
ways and means of getting child supp- 
ort from the father, A public health 
nurse talks about birth-control, V, D, 
and well- baby clinics, 

Heather Johnson feels that the social 
stigma against the unwed mother is dis- 
solving.

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College Plaza: What's going on?

Since we were psy bog University 
planning and housing in the universi 
area we thought College Plaza should 
be included in our survey, 

To orientate you, College Plaza is 
that huge concrete apartment complex 
on 82 ave, and 112 st, 

Our major concern was how people , 
especially students, liked living in Col- 
lege Plaza so POUNDMAKER went to 
the people, 

Many of the people surveyed s2id 
they found that it wasn’t much differ- 
ent than living in any other apartment 
and was incumbant with the usual prob- 
lems-- slow elevators, cramped parking, 
“economical” construction and shoddy 
workmanship, But there were a substant 
ial number of more serious complaints, 

One woman was concerned that fal- 
advertising had been used to entice peo- 
ple to move in, She had been under 
the impression that all the advertised 
"“emenities of life"--swimming pool, 
saunas, whirl-pool, jogging track and 
tennis court would be completed when 
she moved in, The only things now 
finished are the whirl- pool and the sau- 


ode and Crafle 
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nas, and those were completed after she 
had moved in, 

I tried to get a script copy of the 
advertisement that ran on TV last! Nov- 
ember but CBC didn’t have a copy, 
Next I phoned Leggatt Advertising Ltd. , 
who did the advertising for Bitoni and 
Bowlen Construction, and told the fel- 
low what I wanted and why. Well he 
said he*d look up the account and phone 


me back, I’m still waiting, For some- 
thing completely legal and above board 


his actions could be construed as being 

somewhat suspicious, | ; 
Other compaints had to do with ther- 

mostats and poor elevator service, There 


were a number of people who found their . 


thermostats didn’ t work properly, espec- 
ially during the last cold spell. Some 
peop?e were sweltering in 90 above tem- 
peratures while others were wearing 
coats in their 50°degree apartments, 

One ferson had heard that an ertire 
floor had to be evacuated because it 
was so cold that it was unlivable. I 
checked this out with the manager but 
he denied having ever heard anything 
about it, 

Mr, Griffiths from the city branch of 
Building Inspection explained that 
the thermostats operate. on a pressure 
system and if any of the sauder seals 
breaks then there is no demand made 
upon the furnace and of course there is 
no heat, He stated that this was not an 
unusual occurance in new buildings, 

As far as the elevators are concerned, 
dust from construction will often settle 
in the delicate mechanisms which cont- 
rol the elevators thus impairing their 
efficency. This problem will clear up 
after the construction dust has settled, 
which, in the case of College Plaza 
tight be a long time. 

One person was very upset about two 
things; (1) the front door couldn’ t be 
locked for at least two months after she 
had moved in, and (2) the whirl- pool, 

Once the whirl- pool had been comp- 
leted it was closed three or four times 
for about two weeks at a time, once 
over Christmas holidays, More serious 
though is that the — of the steps des- 
cending into the pool are so sharp that 


this person cut her foot on one of them, 
When she reported this to the managment 
she found out that nine other people had 
also cut themselves on the stairs, 

Some compaints centered around the 
lease, One section states that no child- _ 
ren or dogs are allowed except with sp- 
ecial permission from the managment, 
The person felt it was unfair that those 
people wishing freedom from kids and 
pets could never be sure whether or not 
this almost-assured freedom would last 
or not, On his floor there are several 
children who spend much of their time 
racing up and down the hallway. 

- Another complaint.concerning the 
lease had to do with breaking it, In 
order to get out of a lease each adult 
person occupying the apartment has to 
pay $30--after a substantial reason has 
been established, Apparently not being 
able to afford the rent or not liking the 
place are not substantial reasons, 

Others complainedabout the power 
being turned off (two three hour stretch- 
es) This meant no light, no cooking 
facilities, no water for those on the up- 
per floors and uo elevator service, 

Parking costs $15/month/car over and 
above rent --standard practice yes, but 
also includes a $5 deposit card just to 
get into the parking structure, 

One person was upset because he felt 
the managment was developing the com- 
mercial sections of the apartment at the 
expense of the private sector, 

Well it seems that legally speaking 
there is nothing wrong-with College 
Plaza (except maybe the question of 
advertising practices), but the legal per- 
spective is not the only one mor necess- 
arily the right one, More important is 
a person’ s mental and physical well 
being and with complaints ranging from 
paint peeling off the walls when you wa- 
sh them to cut feet and dangerous park- 
ing exits it seems that College Plaza 


does not effectively fulfill these needs, 
If College Plaza was fulfilling them 
then why the rumors of floors bein 
evacuated because of extreme cold, of 
water mains breaking, of underground 
parking leaking, of contravention of 
the Building Code --all of these app- 


arently untrue but firmly believed Py 
tenants? Why the dire warnings; " 

it gets really cold this place 11 bust 
apart” and They didn‘ t build this place 
for our winters, “? 

OK that’s College Plaza from the 
rentor’ s perspective, With all its pro- 
blems it is still only the problems of 
the tenants and has nothing to do with 
the students body at the University of 
8 ag (except those who live there) -~- 
right? 

: Well, while I was surveying tenants 
I mistakenly took the manager for a 
student and asked him my questions, He 
kindly informed me that there was really 
no use including College Plaza in 
POUNDMAKER' s survey of housing be- 
cause it could not possibly be of any in- 
terest to students because it was now 
managerial policy not to allow students 
to move into College Plaza, 

Aside from the obvious discrimination, 
why, with students wanting housing 
close to the university, is a large ap- 
artment complex like College Plaza, 
closing its doors to students? 

How did Batoni and Bowlen Constru- 
ction manage to buy up land so close 
to the university? Did they buy up the 
separate lots or was the whole block put 
up for sale by a third party? 

If the latter is the case, didn’t our 
university administration realize the 
land was for sale or didn“t they just rea- 
lize the potential of such land for low 
cost housing? Perhaps there was some 
verbal or understood agreement that 
Batoni and Bowlen would incur the ex- 
pease and accrue the profit of a large 
aj artment building and allow students 
t move in? 

If this wes the case, then the univ- 
ersity and the students have been shaft- 
ed,. Not only did’we lose the houses that 
usec’ to stand on that block when the - 
apz.tment went up, but now we can’t 
even move into an apartment, which 
for all its faults, did offer a completely 
different life style to those students who 
could afford it, 

Just what happened? What role, if 
any did the ve nieeey 2 play in the const- 
ruction of College Plaza? Did the univ- 
ersity once again fail the students or is 
this another case of big business man- 
ipulating universities? 

These are questions which we, as 
students should be asking the adminis- 
tration,

ST,. JOHN'S (CUP) - Students at 
Memorial University elected a middle- 
of-the-road ito conservative student 
council March 13, as student govern- 
ment elections continue across the 
country. But, the Memorial students 
also elected Dave McCurdy, editor of 
the Muse, the student newspaper, who 
is considered politically left- wing, 

Elections for the ten council seats 
are conducted at large, In a 32 per 
cent turnout, students chose three right 
wingers in the one, two and three po- 
sitions. McCurdy won the number 
ten spot, while other Muse candidates 
came in 11th, 12th, 13th, 14th, and 
16th, 

Only one month ago, Memorial 
students voted narrowly in favour of 
retaining compulsory collection of 
student union fees, The union would |

have collapsed if they had opted for 
a voluntary fee structure, 

The referendum followed last fall’ s 
ten day iy of the arts and ad-

ard of regents agreed to allow the 
students to decide the future of their 
union in a referendum, (They were to 
vote again on the 19-20 - results 
have not as yet been received), 

Earlier, student politicians with 
similar political leanings to those at 
Memorial won leadership posts at three 
western Canadian universities, 

Meanwhile, students at the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan Saskatoon campus 
elected middle- of-the-road Mel Mc- 


Corriston as president of their student 
union, Dave Farmer was re-elected as 
vice-president finance, Betty-Lou Hu- 
culak became vice-president academ- 
ic, and Charles Taylor, a conserva- 
tive reporter for the student newspaper, 
the Sheaf, was elected vice-president 
external, 


Although a left-wing slate, called 
the Little Red Wagon, was badly de- 
feated in its attempt to win executive 
positions, the New Democratic Youth 
Club, which ran in conjunction with 
the Red Wagon slate, won four seats 
out of eight available for arts students 
on student council, The winners re- 
presented two-thirds of the NDY slate, 


In another election, students at the 
University of Manitoba elected John 


Perrin, generally regarded as a liberal, 
as student union president, Perrin ran 


on a platform promising more and bet- 
ter student services and also promised 
an independent board to oversee the 
Manitoban, the campus strdent news: _ 
paper, and guarantee its independence, 
This Year’ s union leadershi) ame 
locked in conflict with the Marlee:
